problem is particularly acute on East Main and 
Maple Streets 

Not only have we failed to get the basic 
.lean-up done here in town, some progress 
made in the past is threatened by the carele-s- 
ness of the pualic We refer particularly t > the 
damage being done to the grass and tree- that 
have begun to grow by the roadside between 
downtown and Walkertown, and in the other 
direction toward Lotlwur It is quite comm n 
to see cars parked on the grass sometimes ac- 
tually pushing the young saplings over 

The success of the county's clean up pro- 
ject was due to three main things the cooper- 
ation of t ie various state agencies such as the 
Highwav and Forestry Departments and the 
Vocational School; the availability of the un- 
employed fathers work crews ami the enforce- 
ment if existing litter laws 

Those in charge of the county s drive did 
not hesitate to use the weight ot the law !>>r 
their purpose They otfered to remove the junk 
ars. free ot charge, and to Ihose who declined 
t'm offer they issued a twenty-four hour notice 
lo remove the public nuisance 

So far we haven’t seen any pressure of 
this kind applied to offenders in Hazard Is 
this law and this approach to be limited onlv 
to the county people'* Are Hazards business 
men and individuals exempt from it" 

|i they are guilty of littering they should 
If offered the same alternatives the individuals 
in the county received it appear- that only in 
this way will we get the junk out of Hazard 
and begin to look like the progressive city wt

The Declaration 



In Congress, July 4, 1774. The unanimous Declaration of 
tho thirloon united Statos of Amarica: 

When in the Course of human events, it become* necessary 
fur one people lo dissolve the political hands which have con- 
nected them with another, and to assume among the power* 
of the earth, the separate an<1 equal station to which Ihe laws 
of Nature and of Nature's God entifle them, a decc.vt reaped 
in the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the cause* which impel them to the separation 

We hold these truth* to be self-evident that all men are 
created equal, that they arc endowed by their ( rcator with 
certain unalienable Mights, that among these are Life. Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness 

That to secure these rights. Governments are instituted 
among Men deriving their ju.xt powers from the consent of the 
governed 

That whenever any Form of Government becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the Might of the People to alter or to 
abolish it. and to institute new Government, laying its founda- 
m n on such .innciples and organizing its powers m such form. 

to them shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and 
Happiness Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments 
|.-ig established should not he changed for light and transient 
causes, and accordingly all experience hath shown, that man 
kind are more disposed to suffer while evils are sufferable, 
than to right themselves hv abolishing the forms to which 
they arc accustomed But when a long train of abuses »d 
usurpations, pursuing Invariably the same Object evinces a 
design to r*duce them under absolute Despotism, it is their 
right it is their duty, to throw off such Government and to 
provide new Guards for their future security 

Such has been the patient sufferance of these Colonies; 
a d such is now the necessity which constrains them to alter 
their former Systems of Government The history of the pres- 
ent King of Great Britain is a history ol repeated injuries and 
usurpations, all having m direct object the establishment of an 
absolute Tyranny over these States To prove this let Facts be 
submitted to a candid world 

He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome 
and necessary tor the public good 

He has forbidden his Gover.anrs to pass Laws of immediate 
and pressing importance, unless suspended in their operation 
till bis Assent should he obtained and when so suspended, he 
ha- utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommodation 
of large districts i f people, unle-s those people would relin- 
quish the right of Representation in the Legislature, a right 
i estimable to them and formidable to tyrants only. 

He ha- called together legislative bodies at places unusual, 
uncomfortable, and distant from the depository of their public 
Record- for the sole purpose of fatiguing them into compliance 
with his measures 

He has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for 
oppo-in. with manly firmness his invasions on the rights of 
the people 

He has refused for a long time, after such dissolutions, to 
cause others ti le elected whereby the Legislative powers, 
incapable of Annihilation, have returned to the People at large 
for their exercise: the State remaining in the mean time ex- 
posed to all the dangers of invasion from without, and con- 
vulsions within 

He has endeavored to prevent the population of these 
Stale- for that purpose obstructing the Laws tor Naturaliza- 
tion of Foreigners; refusing to pass others to encourage their 
migrations hither, and raising the conditions cf new Appropria- 
tions of Lands 

He has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by refus- 
ing hi- Assent to Laws for establishing Judiciary powers 

He ias made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the 
tenure if their offices, and the amount a id payment of their 
salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of New Officers, and sent 
hither swarms ot Officers to harras* our people, and eat oqt 
their substance 

He has kept among us in times of peace. Standing Armies 
without the Consent of our legislatures 



Of Independence 

He lias affected to render the Military independence of 
and superior to the Civil power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a Jurisdic- 
tion foreign to our constitution, and unacknowledged by our 
laws; giving his Assent to their Acts of pretended legislation. 

For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us; 

For protecting them, by a mock Trial, from punishment 
for any Murders which they should commit on Ihe Inhabitants 
of these States: 

For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world: 

For imposing Taxes on us without our Consent; 

Far depriving us in many cases, of the lienefits of Trial by 
Jury; 

For transporting us beyond Seas to he tried for pretended 
offences: 

For abolishing the free System of English Laws irv a neigh- 
boring T*fovince, establishing therein an Arbitrary govern- 
ment. and enlarging its Boundaries so as to render it at once 
an example and fit instrument for introducing the same abso- 
lute rule in these Colonies: 

For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valu- 
able Laws, and altering fundamentally the Forms of out Gov- 
ernments. 

For suspending our own legislatures, and declaring them- 
selves invested with power to legislate for us in all cases 
whatsoever. 

He has abdicated Government here, by declaring us out 
of his Protection anti waging War against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged our Coasts, burnt our 
towns, and destroyed the lives ot our people. 

He is at this time transporting large Armies of foreign 
Mercenaries to complcat the w'orks of death, desolation and 
tyranny, already begun with circumstances of Cruelty & perfidy 
scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous ages, and totally 
unworthy t he Head of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on 
high Seas to bear Arms against their Country, to become the 
executioners of their friends and Brethren, or to fall them- 
selves by their Hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrection amongst us, and has 
endeavored to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the 
merciless Indian Savages, whose known rule of warfare, is an 
undistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes and conditions. 

In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned 
for Redress in the most humble terms: Our repeated Petitions 
have been answered only 'oy repeated injury. A Prince, whose 
character is thus marked by every act which may define a 
tyrant, is unfit to be the ruier of a Iree people. 

Nor have We been wanting in attentions to our British 
brethren. We have warned them from time to time uf at- 
tempts by tiK*ir legislature to extend an unwarrantable juris- 
diction over us. We have reminded them of the circumstances 
of our emi/ration and settlement here. We have appealed to 
their native justice and magnanimity, and we have conjured 
them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow these 
usurpations, which, would inevitably interrupt our connections 
and correspondence They too have been dead to the voice of 
justice and of consanguinity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in 
the necessity, which denounces our Separation, and hold them, 
as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in War, in Peace 
Friends. 

We, therefore, the Representatives of the united States of 
America, in General Congress. Assembled, appealing to the 
Supreme Judge ol tne world for the rectitude of our intentions, 
do. in the Name, and by Authority of the good People of these 
Colonies solemnly publish and declare, That these United 
Colonies are and uf Right ought to be, Free and Independent 
States; that they are Absolved from all Allegiance to the British 
Crown, and that all political connections between them and the 
State ot Great Britain, is and ought to be totally dissolved; and 
that as Free ar.d Independent States, they have full Power to 
levy War. conclude Peace, contract Alliances, establish Com- 
merce. and lo do all other Acts and '1 hings which Independent 
States may of right do. 

And for the support of this Declaration, with a firm reli- 
ance on the protection of divine Providence, we mutually pledge 
to each other our Lives, our Fortunes and our sacred Honor.

try hard, but the immediate significance of In- 
d apendeitee Day m I >'>a will tf past cereinon 
ies are an indication be lost in a jumble of 
generalities about patriotism and freedom 

Certainly these two subjects are the most 
important things that men can talk about w'iien 
they meet, and it is a shame that we do not 
talk about tnem much any more But. perhaps 
one reason the subjects of patriotism anal free 
deni do net hold the magu. they use to hold, 
especially for young people, is that w'hen they 
are mentioned, it is usually in the context ol 
dry old history, without reference to the world 
as we know it now 

It’s a hard tiling to contemplate on water 
skis, and not many of the holiday orators will 
mentio • it. -ut it the Fourth of July, 19B5. 
has any meaning I ul function, it is to remind 
us that aim st two hundred years after the 
famous document was wrrttri most people in 
the world, and inaujf thousands in Lh« United 
States. sUU suffer from the same oppression 
that the Colonialists complained of lo the De- 



claration of Independence. 

Idle natural freedoms that England’s King 
Gt*< rge denied to the citizens of the Colonies 
an- still denied to most people of the world. 

Read t.'iis complaint in the Declaration 
He has made Judges dependent on his Will 
alone, lor the tenure of their offices, and the 
amount a:.d payment of their salaries,'’ and 
think of political graft and corruption in the 
l Jilted States today. 

Read this complaint: “For abolishing the 
free System cf English Laws in a neighboring

Read Uus complaint “For depriving us in 
many cases of the benefits of Trial by Jury, 
and Dunk of tor several southern slates right 
here m America where Negroes are not allow- 
ed to serve as jury members, where it is im- 
passible to convict 4 white men of a wrong 
done to g Negro. 

Then, while you *r e thinking about that, 
read tile ijurd paragraph Vi Lh* Declaration 
of independent*; "We licld tt*e*e truth* to b« 
self-evident, that all man are created equal. 



that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that amopg these 
are Lite, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness." 

We should think a. out these things today, 
because next Sunday were going tp pe too 
busy picnicing ana swimmuig and eating lo give 
tn« in much consideration. Wc should try to 
realize now, before the fun begins, just how 
courageous a tiling it was for the signers of 
the Declaration to defy the established govern- 
ment of their time ajid to take the very radi- 
cal action they did when lliey decided to try 
tu cha. ge the existing, established order so that 
rights and freedom could be extended to every 
man. 

We should try, before the trip to Buck- 
horn Lake, to make the connection between 
what those men did in 1776 and what there 
is left to do ui 1UB5 

We should study, before the holiday fire- 
works go up, and try to see rive relevance be 
tween the Colonialists' fight for their freedom 
and the American Negroe’s fight for his. 

We should go ahead and try to understand 
these thiiws But, honestly speaking, it is doubt 
ful that any ot it will be very clear to us 
We've become a little smug for that kind of 
patriotic talk We prove every time we make 
the Fourth of July into one big party that oticc 
a ma lias his own personal freedom, eveu if 
somebody else did tight to give it to luui, Dbd 
it is hard fur thst m*« to understand Um long- 
mxs pf those mllUpn* of pt-her* who hsvg it 
yet to gsux. ^
